January 19, 2009 marks the 200 fh 
anniversary of the birth of one 
of Americas best known writers, 
Edgar Allan Poe. Unappreciated 
during his lifetime, his short 
stories are now acknowledged as 
masterpieces of that genre and 
precursors of modem psychological 
writing, the detective story, and 
science fiction. He became a major 
influence on such European poets 
as Baudelaire, Rimbaud and 
Mallarme, and he contributed 
to the founding of the dark 
tradition in American literature 

• exemplified by Nathaniel 
\wthome, Ambrose Bierce, and 
William Faulkner. His celebrated 
poem, ”The Raven, ” was one of his 
few immediate popular successes. 
For the most part, though, Poes 
life was a chronicle of bad luck 
and disappointment. He was 
orphaned at the age of 3; adopted 
by a cold unloving man who 
refused him financial support when 
he desperately needed it; bereaved 
when his beloved wife succumbed 
to tuberculosis after 11 years of 
marriage; and finally, he died 
under mysterious circumstances at 
the age of 40, a seeming failure, 
with little indication of the acclaim 
the Juture held for him.

Celebrate @ the Library 


This month the Lake County 
Public Library system is celebrating a 
milestone- half a century of service. 
On January 1, 1959, the new 
and separate Lake County Public 
Library system was 
established with 


Lake County Public library 


five permanent 
buildings, 
two converted 
house trailers, 
a bookmobile, 
and three rented 
buildings. The full -sized buildings 
were located in Griffith, Highland, 
Hobart, Munster, and Schererville. 
Cedar Lake, Dyer, and Lake Station 
held one-room buildings. The 
rented buildings served Cedar Lake, 
Dyer, and East Gary. St. John, 
Calumet Township outside Griffith, 
and Ross Township were served 
by the bookmobile and the trailers 
on a bi-weekly or tri-weekly basis. 
The library headquarters were set 
up in an additional rented building 
located at 75 E. 73" 1 Avenue in 
Merrillville. A teletypewriter system 



up-to-date equipment. 

In 1960 the first book catalogs 
were produced with data processing 
equipment and in 1962 the Cedar 
Lake Branch and the Lake Station 

Branch were built, 
and a central set of 
reference materials 
was gathered and 
placed in the 
Hobart Branch 
to form the first 
Reference Services 
Department. In 1963 a new Dyer 
Branch Library was built. 

In 1964 a $1.5 million bond 
issue was sold to finance library 
construction and seven libraries, 
ranging in size from 3,500 to 5,000 
square feet, were completed between 
1965 and 1967. The Black Oak 
Library opened on November 11, 
1965; St. John on August 1, 1966; 
Schererville on August 15, 1966; 
Merrillville on August 29, 1966; 
Forty-First Avenue on December 
8, 1966; Independence Hill on 
December 15,1966; continued on page t

and New Chicago on 

October 2, 1967. Larger libraries 

were built in Highland, Griffith, Munster, and 
Hobart, which ranged in size from 6,800 to 10,000 
square feet. These buildings opened for service on 
October 17, 1966; June 19, 1967; March 4, 1968; 
and December 15, 1968. The final building was the 
Reference Library-Administration Center located at 
U.S. Route 30 in Merrillville, close to the geographic 
center of the library district. 

In 1978 an important group called the Friends of 
the Library was formed to help raise funds and led 
the first Book Sale with hard cover books for 50 
cents and paperbacks 25 cents. With help from the 
Friends, the Lake County Public Library Foundation 
was created in 1983 to help raise and invest funds 
to acquire extra materials for the 
library. 

Throughout the years, 
additional Branches have 
i been constructed. The 
Dyer-Schererville Branch 
opened in May of 1994, 
the new St. John Branch 
building in May of 2005, the 
Cedar Lake Branch building in 
May of 2006, and the Lake Station- 
New Chicago Branch in October of 2007. The 
Hobart Branch Library renovations were completed 
in May of 2006, and the Munster Branch Library was 
completed this past December. 

With so much development and growth in just 
these years, who knows what will come in the 
next. So happy birthday LCPL and here’s a toast to 
another 50 years!

This year marks the 200 h 
anniversary of the birth of one of 
history’s truly great men, Abraham 
Lincoln. Bom February 12, 1809, 
in Hardin County, Kentucky, 
Lincoln grew up on the Indiana 
frontier. He became the 16 th 
president of the United States 
(March 4, 1861-April 15, 1865) 
and was the first to be assassinated 
(on Good Friday, April 14, 1865, 
at Ford’s Theatre at Washington, 
DC). His presidency was 

mpletely dominated by the Civil 
rr. One of the great highlights 
of this bitter period was his 
Emancipation Proclamation freeing 
the slaves, issued January 16, 

1863, though they did not actually 
become free until April, 1865, 
after the War had been fought and 
won by the Union. His Gettysburg 
Address of November 19, 1863, 
with its commitment to democracy, 
is one of the classic speeches of all 
time. His proclamation of October 
3, 1863, inaugurated an annual 
national day of Thanksgiving on 
the last Thursday of November. 
Lincoln’s birthday is observed as 
a part of Presidents’ Day in most 
states, though the actual day, 
JiJfruary 12, remains a legal 
^Biday in Illinois.

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT 

What better role model could there 
be for Womens History Month than 
Eleanor Roosevelt, one of the most 
active first ladies in U.S. history? 

A niece of Theodore Roosevelt, she 
married Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
a distant cousin, in 1905. Busy 
raising their five children in the 
years immediately following their 
marriage, she didn’t begin her 
political work until after he was 
crippled by polio in 1921. She 
traveled nationwide on lecture 
tours; held350press conferences 
for women reporters only; wrote 
a daily newspaper column, many 

• \azine articles, and a number 
ooks; worked with young people 
and the underprivileged; and 
fought for equal rights for minority 
groups. During World War II she 
dared to equate American racism 
with fascism. As an advocate 
for womens rights, she strongly 
supported equal pay for equal 
work. She believed that America’s 
future security depended on a 
sound economy that promised jobs 
to all who wanted to work and in 
a healthy, well-educated citizenry 
committed to the principles of 
democracy and equality Between 
1945 and 1951 she was a delegate 
to the United Nations General 
Assembly, and in 1946she was 
elected chairman of the UN’s 
Human Rights Commission, 
where she helped draft the 
Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights. In 1961 President John

During the years of 1915 to 1940, Crown Point was a ^ 
well-known marriage mill. An estimated 175,000 couples 
(locked to the Lake County Courthouse to be wed, since it 
became associated as a “Quick and painless” marriage site. 
The Justice of the Peace, Howard Kemp, in those early years 
of the marriage mill, advertised in Chicago that Crown Point 
was the “Gretna Green of the Midwest,” alluding to an area 
in Scotland where British couples eloped. In Crown Point, 
couples could marry 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 
However, a later-passed blood test law in Indiana (1940) 
stunted the Crown Point marrying mayhem; it then took 
couples three days to receive test results. 

Among the famous people married in Crown Point were 
Rudolph Valentino (actor). Red Grange (football player), two 
of the Mills Brothers (singers), Muhammad Ali and Michael 
Jacksons parents.

JAMES WHITCOMB RILEY 

James Whitcomb Riley, beloved 
Hoosier and most popular American 
poet of his era, was bom in a log 
cabin in Greenfield, Indiana, in 
1849 to a frontier lawyer and his 
wife, who devoted her spare time 
to writing poetry. They feared that 
young James would never amount to 
anything, because he couldnt seem 
to grasp history or mathematics. 

To please his father, he attempted 
to become a lawyer, but couldnt 
concentrate on his studies. He 
wandered Indiana and other parts 
of the Midwest as a sign painter, 
then joined a “Miracle Medicine 
^kow, * hawking its products and 
^Bmertaining the crowds with songs 
and poems. Later, he traveled all 
over the country on the Lyceum 
Circuit reciting his increasingly 
popular poems, which were based 
for the most part on his experiences 
as a Hoosier youth. Eventually, his 
poems were reproduced in lavishly 
illustrated books, the royalties from 
which made him the wealthiest 
American writer of his time. He 
became known as the “Hoosier Poet” 
and also as America's “Childrens 
Poet. " Riley Hospital for Children 
in Indianapolis, which opened in 
1924, was founded in his memory. 
Upon his death in 1916, President 
Woodrow Wilson remarked that 
“With his departure a notable figure 
passes out of the nations life; a man 
who imparted joyful pleasure and 
a thoughtful view of many things 

• at other men would have missed. ” 
meems fitting for all Hoosiers to 
remember him especially during 
April, National Poetry Month.

Highlighting the 

Life and Times of 
JOHN JAMES AUDUBON 

One of the first naturalists to 
study and paint the birds of North 
America, John James Audubon, was 
bom in Haiti in 1785, the son of 
a French sea captain. His mother 
died shortly after his birth, and he 
was brought up in France until, 
in 1803, his father sent him to 
Pennsylvania to manage his estate 
near Philadelphia. There he met 
and married Lucy Bakewell. 

For several years he was involved 
in various business ventures, but he 
became increasingly obsessed with 
his avocation, studying and drawing 
birds. In 1819 hard times ended 

• business career, and in 1820 
conceived the idea of printing a 
collection of his painting. Unable 
to find an American publisher, he 
traveled to England and Scotland 
where his pictures created a 
sensation, and Birds of America 
was printed in four parts between 
1827and 1838. He returned to 
the United States in 1839, where 
he published American editions 
of his collections of pictures and 
continued his wilderness trips to 
study and record the birds and 
animals he observed. 

Though he died in 1851, his 
love for wild life and interest in its 
preservation have lived on through 
the organization which bears 
his name, the Audubon Society, 
incorporated in 1905. Now that our 
long winter is finally over and we 
can enjoy our birds once again, we 
remember and appreciate the man 
A did so much to show us their 
™Wauty and urge concern for their 
wellbeing.

ANNE FRANK Summer Reading for All Ages 


Had she not been a child of Nazi- 
occupied Europe, the chances are 
that Anne Frank would have 
celebrated her 80 ^ birthday on 
June 12. Instead, shortly after she 
turned 13, terrified by the prospect 
of being rounded up and deported 
by the Gestapo, she and her family 
entered the Secret Annex behind 
her father’s office in Amsterdam, 
where they lived in constant dread 
^faliscovery for two years before 
^Wey were betrayed, arrested, and 
shipped to concentration camps. It is 
believed that Anne died of typhus in 
the Bergen-Belsen camp in Germany 
Despite persecution and the fear 
which filled much of her short 
life, she managed to write, while 
in hiding, a diary which Eleanor 
Roosevelt termed “one of the wisest 
and most moving commentaries on 
war and its impact on human beings 
that I have ever read. * The diary 
was first published in 1947 and has 
been read and its lessons pondered by 
millions since. Anne Frank remains 
a shining symbol of the promise that 

f * lost when a generation of young 
pie perished in the Holocaust.

Rembrandt van Rijn, born in 
Leiden on July 15, 1606, is 
considered the Netherlands’ 
greatest artist. He is also one 
of the most prolific artists of all 
time, being credited with some 
600 paintings, 300 etchings, and 
1,400 drawings, plus many other 
works which have been lost. His 
subject matter is extraordinarily 
wide-ranging, including stories 
from the Bible, mythology, and 
history; scenes from everyday life; 

• idscapes; portraits and self- 
rtraits. In 1632 Rembrandt 
moved from Leiden to Amsterdam, 
where he married Saskia van 
Uylenburgh in 1634. They had 
four children, only one of whom, 
Titus, survived infancy. The year 
1642 was one of triumph and 
tragedy for Rembrandt: his most 
famous work, The Night Watch, 
was painted, and his beloved 
Saskia died. After this, his work 
became more solemn, reflective, 
and spiritual, as he began to 
paint for himself rather than on 
commission. Many of his most 
inspiring Biblical scenes were 
painted during this time, including 
the renowned Return of the 
Prodigal Son.

Life and Times of 
MERIWETHER LEWIS 

“Left Pittsburgh this day at 11 
o clock with a party of 11 hands, 7 of 
which are soldiers, a pilot, and three 
young men on trial, they having 
proposed to go with me throughout 
the voyage. * With this diary entry of 
August 31, 1803, Meriwether Lewis 
began his account of the epic Corps 
of Discovery expedition to the Pacific 
Ocean, commissioned by President 
Jefferson to explore lands newly 
acquired by the Louisiana Purchase. 
He appointed his secretary and life¬ 
long friend, Captain Meriwether 
Lewis, to lead it. Lewis chose 
^jtilliam Clark to be his co-leader. 
^Beivis had been born on August 18, 
1744, in Virginia, and a boyhood 
spent in the wilderness had given 
him a taste for exploration. His 
army career fighting Indians in the 
Northwest Territories had developed 
his knowledge of the Indians, their 
customs, and languages. To prepare 
for the major journey Jefferson had 
assigned to him, Lewis spent two 
years in an intensive study of plants, 
animals, astronomy, and navigation. 
Upon the highly successful conclusion 
of the three-year expedition, Jefferson 
appointed Lewis governor of the 
Louisiana Territory. In 1809, on 
his way to Washington D. C., he met 
an untimely and mysterious death at 
a wayside inn. He is considered by 
many to be the greatest pathfinder 
this country has ever known.

One of the most quoted of English 
uniters, Samuel Johnson is perhaps 
best known as the author of the 
first dictionary of the English 
language. The Italian national 
dictionary, published in 1612, had 
taken a body of scholars 20 years 
to prepare. Forty French scholars 
laboredfrom 1639 to 1694 on 
the French national dictionary, 
with another 18 years spent on 
revisions. Johnson began work on his 
dictionary in 1746and published 
it in 1755■ Providing definitions 
for 40,000 words illustrated with 
114,000 quotations, it has remained 

• mis for all subsequent English 
onaries. Samuel Johnson was 
bom 300years ago this month, on 
September 18, 1709. He contracted 
scrofula as a baby, which caused 
deafness in one ear, near-blindness in 
one eye, and disfiguring facial scars. 
Nevertheless, he was determined not 
to be handicapped, and through 
sheer effort became a popular 
poet, novelist, and essayist. After 
losing most of his money when a 
private school he founded failed, he 
thereafter depended solely upon his 
uniting for income. In 1763 he met 
James Boswell, who later wrote the 
renowned Life of Samuel Johnson. 

In December, 1784, having suffered 
a debilitating stroke the previous 
year, Samuel Johnson died peacefully. 
“Great works are performed not by 
strength, but by perseverance. ”

CHARLES DARWIN 

October 1 marks the 150th 
anniversary of the publication of 
The Origin of Species, which set 
forth Charles Darwins revolutionary 
theory that all forms of life developed 
over millions of years through the 
process of natural selection, rather 
than suddenly by individual acts of 
divine intervention. Darwin was 
not the first to tender this theory; 
among others, his own grandfather, 
Erasmus Darwin, had proposed a 
theory of evolution in the 1790’s. 
However, the younger Darwins five- 
^ir expedition aboard the H.M.S. 
H \gle, during which he was able to 
observe, collect, and study plant and 
animal specimens from all over the 
world, and the 20 years of further 
study and experimentation following 
the voyage, gave him a breadth 
and depth of practical as well as 
theoretical knowledge which previous 
treatises on the subject could not 
equal. He spent the remainder of 
his life expanding on various topics 
raised in Origin, his later works 
consisting of detailed expositions of 
these subjects. Darwin was bom in 
Shrewsbury, England in 1809; he 
died in Kent in 1882. Few people 
have had his influence on both 
scientific and religious thought; few 
have raised such a level of enduring 
controversy.

Boris Karloff, the King of Horror, 
was bom William Henry Pratt on 
November 23, 1887, in London, 
the last of eight children. Both 
his parents died when he was very 
young and he was brought up by 
his older siblings. In 1909 he left 
England far Canada, where he 
worked at a variety of jobs, including 
acting with a touring company 
Eventually he arrived in Hollywood, 
where in 1931 he was cast as the 
monster in what became the giant 

• “Frankenstein. * Though his chief 
xe resulted from the many monster 
movies in which he subsequently 
appeared, he also displayed his great 
talent in later productions such as 
a The Raven , M “The Terror, ” and 
“Targets . ” He achieved television 
immortality as the narrator of the 
Christmas classic “The Grinch 
Who Stole Christmas. ” Plagued 
with emphysema for many years, 
Karloff succumbed to the disease 
in February, 1969. In person a 
warm-hearted, kind gentleman with 
a sincere affection for children and 
concern for their welfare, the public 
Karloff became the very icon of 
Horror. As he put it, “The monster 
was the best friend I ever had. ”

Read to your child, 
but always keep it fun. This is part 
of Print Motivation, a necessary 
pre-reading skill that means that 

children are interested in 
books and reading and 
want to learn to read. 

Read books, but also share 
them by talking about 
what is happening on the page, or 
about the pictures. Ask questions 
and be sure to count to at least five 
to give your child time to answer. 
Such interaction between parent and 
child is called Dialogic Reading and 
is a critical pan of helping your child 
develop Narrative Skills, another 
essential pre-reading skill. 

Every Child Ready to Read has 
identified six pre-literacy skills and 
offers suggestions for helping your 
child develop these skills. What 
you do depends on your child’s 
age and so different activities are 
recommended for three different

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these six skills before they can learn to read: Print 
Motivation; Vocabulary; Phonological Awareness, 
which is being able to hear and play with the smaller 
sounds in words and being able to rhyme words;

SANTA CLAUS 

The story of Santa Claus begins 
in 4th-century Turkey with Saint 
Nicholas of Myra, a bishop renowned 
for his generous acts, one of which 
was to save three young girls from 
slavery by providing dowries far 
them. In the late 1700s, Dutch 
immigrants to America brought with 
them the legend of Saint Nicholas, 
or Sinter Klaas as he was called by 
them. Sinter Klaas rode a white 
horse and left gifts in childrens 
wooden shoes which they put out 
for him on the eve of his feast day, 
December 6. In America, the 

• dition of gift giving became part 
the celebration of Christmas, 
and the good and generous Saint 
Nicholas/Sinter Klaas became known 
to Americans as “Santa Claus." 

With the publication in 1823 of 
Clement Moore's A Visit From St. 
Nicholas, better known as The Night 
Before Christmas, Santa Claus's 
round and jolly physical appearance 
became fixed in the American 
imagination. His white horse was 
transformed into a sleigh pulled by 
eight reindeer, and his gifts arrived 
via the chimney rather than wooden 
shoes. His kind and charitable 
nature, however, remained just the 
same.
